19102. Don't give up if you don't hear 
from them in the next decade or so, 
however. 


Is it legal for my neighbor to keep 


sheep in his back yard? He has a large 
yard, but he does live within the city 
limits. 


It is legal to keep sheep within the 


city limits so long as the owner adheres 
to specific city ordinances regarding 
that practice. 


For example, the owner must keep 


the enclosure for the animal "in such a 
condition as not to become unsanitary, 
offensive or disagreeable to persons 
residing in the vicinity thereof ..." The 
code also requires that the sheep pen be 
cleaned at least twice a week and that 
the wastes be removed from the 
vicinity immediately. 


Also, sheep may not be kept if the 


animals will be closer than 50 feet to 
any inhabited dwelling (except that of 
the owner.) 


If he meets these requirements, the 


owner is within his legal rights to have 
the sheep within the city limits, ac- 
cording to the city code.

The check was cancelled and 
I still haven't heard from the record. 
The check was dated Sept. 17. What can 
I do either to get the record or my 
money back? 


KTVT-TV Channel 11 says they did 


not offer the Glenn Miller album for 
sale on their station, although they have 
received a number of inquiries from 
people who have apparently 
not 


received their albums, either. 


A check with all the other Dallas and 


Fort Worth stations hasn't turned up 
one yet that will claim to have run the 
commercials on their station. 


According to one of the stations, the 


album 
was marketed 
by 
DRA 


Marketing, 777 3rd Ave., New York, but 
that company is no longer located at 
that address. If you have a copy of the 
address where you sent your check, it 
will help greatly in identifying the TV 
station which offered the album for 
sale. Also, if the album was advertised 
under a name other than "Glenn 
Miller," that might also help locate the 
station. 


Since your album didn't arrive within 


30 days, the company is in violation of 
federal mail statutes and a complaint 
may be filed with the U.S. Postal 
Service. But the matter will be much 
easier to resolve if you can determine 
which station offered the record for 
sale. 


The first part of the summer the city

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Student charged 
in dorm slaying

An 
18-year-old 
Navarro 


College 
student 
has 
been 


charged with voluntary man- 
slaughter in connection with the 
shooting death of a 22-year-old 
Corsicana 
man 
who 
was 


fighting with a college dor- 
mitory 
supervisor, 
early 


Friday. The dead man's next of 
kin had not been notified late 
this morning. 


James Ralph Massey of 


Teague was arrested by police 
at 12:30 a.m. at the American 
Residence Hall, 2903 W. 7th, and 
arraigned by Peace Justice 
Aubrey Smith shortly before 9 
a.m. today. 


Steve 
Gardner, 
Dean of 


Student Services at the College, 
said today the college supports 
Massey's action but has yet to 
decide how they will help in his 
defense. 


District Attorney Pat Bat- 


chelor said the case will be 
presented to the Grand Jury. 


"In any homicide, it has to be 


taken before the Grand Jury. 
Any death involving one person 
over another, we present to 
them. That's just standard 
procedure," Batchelor said. 


He added that if there is 


provable defense or if the facts 
show self defense, he was sure 
the Grand Jury would return a 
no bill. 


Gardner said, "The college is 


going to take a strong law and 
order stand on this. We're going 
to carry out our responsibility to 
protect our students and private 
citizens. We're going to take 
strong action." 


Smith pronounced the man 


dead at 1:15 a.m. 
Friday 


at Memorial Hospital Smith 
said he had tnen shot through 
the heart. A .44 caliber pistol is 
believed to be the weapon used 
in the incident. 


According to 
Police Sgt. 


Terry Teetz, the incident began 
about 12:10 a.m. when the 


residence 
hall 
supervisor, 


Danny Elliott, found a group of 
young men drinking beer in the 
parking lot. Elliott told police he 
recognized that some of the men 
were not residents and asked 
them to move along. 


According 
to 
Teetz 
and 


reports, an argument ensued 
and the man who was later shot 
began fighting with Elliott. 
Students pulled the two apart, 
but the fighting began again. 
They were pulled apart two 
more times by students. Teetz 
said the other man then pulled a 
i""fp! and threatened Elliott. 


Reports say Massey tried to 


offer a gun to Elliott at that 
point in the fight, but that Elliott 
refused to take it. Teet?: said 
several minutes latger, Massey 
shot the man holding the knife. 


A 17-year-old Corsicana man, 


who was with the dead man, 
tried to join the fight, but was 
prevented by students from 
doing so. According to police the 
man took an axe handle and 
broke a plate glass window. 
Police arrested him also. 


Gardner 
said 
today 
the 


college will file charges against 
the man and one other person 
they believe were connected 
with the incident. 


Gardner said the college is 


convinced that if the students 
and Massey had not helped 
Elliott, he would have been 
killed. 


"We believe the students 


saved the supervisor and we're 
convinced the man would have 
killed 
the 
supervisor. 
The 


college is going to stand behind 
its students," Gardner said. 


Gardner said he was pleased 


with the cooperation the police 
have showed in allowing him to 
talk with Massey this morning. 


"The police have been fan- 


tastic, especially Teetz and 
(Patrolman Lamoin) Lawhon. 
They were calm, professional 
and handled it very well," he 
said. 


HEW backs off 
on hospital rules

WASHINGTON — In what congressional aides call a "very 


unusual move," the Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare 
has in a three-page letter to members of Congress backed off on 
a set of proposed national guidelines for health care planning. 


According to aides in Cong. Olin E. Teague's office, HEW 


Secretary Joseph Califano's letter promises to revise standards 
regarding rural hospital and obstetric care. 


In his letter, Califano denied that the guidelines would ever 


give the federal government authority to close any hospitals or 
curtail any hospital services. Rather, he said, they are intended 
to be used as "national benchmarks" for local and state health 
care planning. 


"It should be clear," Califano said, "that neither the act nor 


the guidelines provide any authority for the federal government 
to close any hospitals or to eliminate any services " 


CALIFANO SAID HEW was mandated by the National Health 


Planning Act to develop "national guidelines" for the state and 
local planning agencies. 


"These guidelines must include standards that establish the 


appropriate supply and distribution of health resources and they 
must set goals that, 'to the maximum extent practicable,' are 
expressed in numerical terms," Califano continued. 


"I am very much opposed to these guidelines," Teague said 


last month, "and I feel that the adoption of them would result in 
placing the entire program of health delivery systems within the 
states under the direct control of the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. That definitely was not the intent of the 
Congress when the Public Health Service Act was passed and 
further amended by Public Law 93-641." 


TODAY, TEAGUE SAID Califano's letter had not changed his 


position on the guidelines. 


According to the Texas Hospital Association, Texas would 


stand to lose approximately 17,500 hospital beds under the 
guideline proposals and that entire hospitals and portions of 
hospitals would have to be closed if the proposals became 
regulation. 


Califano noted that major objections to the guidelines have 


centered in three areas: 


—That the guidelines might force small rural or community 


hospitals to close; 


—That the standards set for obstetrical units "may be too 


strict;" 


—That the guidelines "will tend to take decision making out of 


local hands." 


IN A SPECIFIC RESPONSE to those concerns, the Secretary 


said that the guidelines provided specific exceptions for rural 
hospitals if those hospitals provide services to patients who 
would otherwise be more than 45 minutes travel time from a 
hospital. 


"In response to the comments," Califano said, "we intend to 


clarify and broaden the exceptions applicable to rural and 
community facilities when the guidelines are revised. Our ob- 


jective is to improve access to needed high quality health care 
for those living in rural and other underserved areas." 


Concerning obstetric services, Califano admitted that the 


guideline proposals are likely too severe. 


"The Department recognizes that the currently proposed 


standard for obstetrical units may be too strict," he said. "We 
intend to review this standard carefully and to revise it ap- 
propriately to take into account the objections that have been 
raised." 


REGARDING LOCAL CONTROL, Califano again emphasized 


that "nothing in the National Health Planning Act or in the 
proposed guidelines would or could take decisions concerning 
individual facilities out of local hands." 


"The guidelines give local and state agencies national ben- 


chmarks to help in drawing up local and state plans," he con- 
tinued. "The plan should and, indeed, must recognize special 
and local circumstance and requirements and the guidelines 
will provide for recognizing such circumstances." 


In his Nov. 18 statement, Teague commended HEW for "its 


concern for patient care and the high cost of medical care," but 
also said, "it appears to me that the regulations were written 
with complete disregard to the medical needs of the individual 
communities in the state." 


An aide in Teague's Washington office today said Teague had 


received more than 200 letters protecting the guideline 
proposals, which she said was "quite a bit of mail for us" on any 
single issue. Letters continue to come in, she added. 


The period HEW set aside for comment on the proposals, 


which was to have ended Nov. 22nd, has been extended until 
Dec. 9th, Teague's office said.

Tower tells Teague crowd new draft may be needed

TEAGUE - Although the all- 


volunteer 
armed 
services 


program has been successful in 
some 
ways, 
consideration 


should be given to returning to 
the draft, U.S. Senator John 
Tower said in a town hall-type 
meeting here Thursday. 


Tower, 
who 
noted 
that 


defense spending should be the 
nation's number one priority, 
said that the draft may be 
needed to meet manpower 
requirements. 


"We've tried the all-volunteer 


services and actually it hasn't 
been too bad," said Tower. "In 
some instances I think the all- 
volunteer Army has done very 
well. There are no young men 


serving in anguish who don't 
want to be in the service, and 
the training, professionalism 
and morale are better." 


"BUT I THINK WE'RE going 


to have to give some serious 
consideration of going back to 
the draft," he said. 


Tower also said that the 


National Guard and reserves 
have been treated like "step- 
children," 
and that money 


should be appropriated to equip 
the 
guard 
and 
reserves 


properly. 


Tower said that the United 


States currently has a defense 
posture 
that 
is 
basically 


equivalent to that of the Soviet 
Union, but warned the Teague 
audience that 
within a few 


years, if the present trend 
continues, the Russians will 
push ahead of the United States. 


On farm legislation, Tower 


said that the current Farm Bill 
is more than the administration 
wanted, but still falls short of 
the support that producers of 
fc.jd and fiber need to stay in 
business. 


"The 
Department 
of 


Agriculture has recently an- 
nounced its projection for food 
price increases next year and 
once again it appears that the 
Texas producers are going to 
take it in the neck," said Tower. 


Tower 
noted 
that 
the 


Department 
of 
Agriculture 


predicts that consumers can 
expect a six per cent rise in 
what they pay for food next 


year, but none of that hike will 
go 
to the farmer "who is 


already suffering the lowest 
prices for his products in years. 


"I THINK WE COULD have 


higher prices to the farmer and 
lower prices to the consumer," 
he said. 


Tower, currently serving his 


third term, said that he will do 
all in his power to ensure that 
the proposed HEW guidelines 
for national health planning 
recognize people and 
their 


health first over rules and 
regulations. 


He said he has received ap- 


proximately 12,000 letters in 
regard to the HEW proposed 
guidelines, which he said "will 
work a grievous injustice on 


small rural communities in 
Texas. 


"In 
their 
form, 
these 


guidelines must not be allowed 
to become the law of the land," 
he said. 
Tower said he has 


written to the secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
urging reconsideration of the 
guidelines and clarification of 
the rules as they are proposed in 
an effort to judge impact on 
small Texas communities. 


"I intend to keep up the 


pressure," he said, "until that 
clarification is forthcoming."

Goldberg, 91, died Nov. 15 at

Rabbi Goldberg was com- 


missioned in the Navy Oct. 30, 
1917, and was the only rabbi to 
serve as chaplain in World War 
I, according to the National 
Jewish Welfare Board, which 
accredited 
him 
to 
serve 


military and naval personnel. 


In June, 1918, he was tran- 


sferred to the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station outside 
Chicago where he served until 
Nov. 21, 1919. 


Rabbi Goldberg, at his own 


request, was allowed to wear a 
shepherd's robe insignia, in- 
stead of the Christian cross, to 
signify his chaplaincy. 


In 1941, the two tablets of the 


Ten Commandments and the 
star of David were adopted as 
insignia 
for 
the 
Jewish 


chaplaincy by both the Navy 
and the Army. 


He entered the United States 


Naval Reserve in 1925 and 
retired as a lieutenant com- 
mander. 


Rabbi Goldberg was born in 


Russia in 1886 and came to the 
United States when he was 22 
years old, settling in Texas. He 
became a rabbi in Corsicana 
after his ordination. 


Survivors include his wife, 


Clara, and his daughter, Mrs. 
Minna Yaffe of Brockton, Mass.

Parents helping teachers 


Schools find work for volunteers

For nearly 80 Corsicana 


parents, school is something 
more than a place to send their 
children all day long. 


Those parents are members 


of the parent volunteer program 
at local school campuses, each 
spending an average of two 
hours a week helping teachers 
in a variety of ways. The work 
varies from tutoring individual 
students In subjects such as 
reading and math to typing and 
grading 
test 
papers 
for 


students. 


Currently in its fourth year, 


the parent volunteer program 
has grown in participation each 
year. At present, every campus 
but 
Houston 
and 
Travis 


Elementary schools have active 
programs. 


"The degree of participation 


depends 
on the 
individual 


schools," Supt. Mark Culwell 
explained. "Our volunteers are 
very faithful and very diligent 
in their efforts. They provide 
real support and assistance to 


our teachers." 


CULWELL CREDITED the 


volunteers with saving 
the 


taxpayers 
money 
by 


eliminating the need for as 
many paid teacher's aides in 
recent years. He noted that the 
50 to 60 hours those volunteers 
spend each week has taken up 
much slack and freed many 
teachers from the clerical 
duties which sometimes in- 
terferes 
with 
the 
actual 


teaching process. 


A project of the City Council 


of PTA's, the program 
is 


designed to meet the schedules 
of 
the 
volunteers. 
Some 


volunteers simply pick up work 
and take it home to complete, 
Culwell said. The duties are 
varied, and 
many 
include 


grading tests for later review by 
the teacher or typing up tests 
yet to be given. 


"If a child has been absent for 


several days, our volunteers 
will work with the child on the 
material he or she has missed," 
said Mrs. Leah Jones, president 


of the City Council of PTA's. 
"That keeps the teacher free to 
continue lessons with the other 
students and keeps the student 
who was absent from missing 
out completely on the material 
already covered." 


Mrs. Jones said the volun- 


teers 
are 
used 
"at 
the 


discretion of the teachers" and 
in a way the teacher feels will 
best help him or her. 


PARENTS ARE seldom, if 


ever, placed in a classroom with 
their own children and may not 
work the same hours each 
week. 
At 
Corsicana 
High 


School, volunteers working in 
the science labs may find 
themselves 
preparing 


materials for the day's class 
session one day and cleaning 
glassware the next. In the CHS 
English department, most of 
the volunteer work centers on 
typing exams. 


"The 
parent-teacher 


organizations on each campus 
are responsible for setting up 
and coordinating their own 


programs," Mrs. Jones said, 
"so each program may vary 
slightly. But the goal of each is 
to work in the classroom as help 
for the teacher. We try and 
provide an extra pair of eyes 
and hands for the classroom 
teacher." 


Actually, there are now three 


types of volunteers, she said. 
There are classroom volun- 
teers, who actually work in the 
classroom directly with a group 
of students or with the teacher 
in preparing materials; tutorial 
volunteers, who work work on a 
one-to-one basis with students; 
and enrichment volunteers, who 
make special presentations to 
students. 


This last category Includes 


Mrs. Jane Blitz, known as the 
"body lady," who instructs 
classes of elementary students 
in physiology. In one lecture 
presentation, Mrs. Biltz may 
describe the function of the 
heart 
in 
a 
first-person 


narrative. The next lecture 
might center on the function of 
the lungs, or liver, or other 


organ in the body. 


SIMILARLY, 
BOWIE 


Elementary School Principal 
Sharon Eddlns illustrates and 
amplifies geography by cen- 
tering on a single country or 
region in her presentation to 
different classes. 


Dr. and Mrs. Bryan Cotton Jr. 


are preparing a presentation on 
the King Tut exhibit currently 
in New Orleans and will be 
illustrated 
with slides and 


narrative. 


"The whole point is to in- 


crease the teacher's time with 
the students she needs to spend 
it with," Mrs. Jones said. "The 
enrichment program has all 
kinds 
of possibility. Many 


people in Corsicana travel, and 
we could develop a real backlog 
of presentations that could be of 
great benefit and interest to the 
students." 


Volunteers find their duties 


are keyed to their interests and 
special talents, Culwell noted. 


"It's a matter of finding the 


right slot for each volunteer," 


he noted. "The volunteer and 
the schools benefit most when 
our volunteers are working at 
something they know and enjoy 
doing." 


By 
campus, 
Bowie 


Elementary has the largest 
program with about 24 volun- 
teers, Mrs. Jones said. Lee 
'Elementary has 16 volunteers, 
Lincoln Elementary has 13 
volunteers, Fannin Elementary 
has 
10 volunteers, 
Collins 


Middle 
School 
has 
nine 


volunteers, 
Drane 
Middle 


School has five, and CHS has 


about six. 


"WE'D LIKE TO have more 


people involved," Culwell said. 
"I'd like to see some of our 
retired teachers become in- 
volved, because of the ex- 
perience they can offer." 


The commitment in time 


varies with each volunteer, he 
said, and can be arranged to 
suit each volunteer. 


Coordinators on each campus 


are 
in 
charge 
of

arrangements. At Bowie, Mrs.

Bulldogs sack up Norsemen grabbing win

GARLAND, Texas — Defense 


is their bag and the Navarro 
College Bulldogs needed a sack 
chuck full against a potent band

A&M Golden Norsemen before 
they could claim the cham- 
pionship trophy in the inaugural 
Garland-Texas Juco Bowl here 
Saturday. 


Four pass interceptions and 


three 
fumble 
recoveries 


decided the victor as the 
Bulldogs turned NEO's errors 
into enough points to hand the 
Oklahomans a 35-28 loss before 
some 4,000 sun drenched fans. 


The Norsemen were a whole 


lot more than the Bulldogs 
anticipated, and head coach 
Harold Hern found out, even 
though his charges churned up a 
28-7 lead after just over 18 
minutes of play. 


"They were what we expected 


and then some, they really 
made it closer than we wanted it 
to be," Hern said with a sigh of 
relief. Hern added, "they threw 
the ball better than we though 
they could because they were 
were hitting the spots and 
they've got the people to do it 
with." 


Ken Sitton finally finished off 


the Norsemen with his second 
interception of the day as the 
clock ran out, picking off a Matt 
Harris pass at his own 10 yard 
line, with the A&M crew 
smelling a comeback win after 
they closed the cap with less 
than four minutes left to play. 


Despite its reputation for 


playing defense the Bulldogs 
had to have it in the clutch after 
threatening to turn the game 
into a rout early in the second 
period. 


However, 
the 
Norsemen 


followed the clutch passing of 
backup 
quarterback 
Matt 


Harris to the Bulldog 44 before 
time ran out on them. 


The Norsemen punished the 


Bulldog defense for 220 yards in 
the air and finished with 370 
yards total offense. In ten 
games Navarro had yielded just 
an average of 148.0 per game. 


When it was all said and done 


the defense did hold on and 
actually kept the Oklahoma 
bunch out of the end zone plus 
putting 14 points on the board 
with interception returns. 


Linebacker Joe Keys, who 


had numerous chances to make 
interceptions during-the season 
and managed just one, finally 
held on and counter-punched a 
Bill Vining pass 48 yards for a 
score with 11:39 left in the 
second period. 


Corsicana's own Don Jessie 


liked what he saw and 31 
seconds later he duplicated the 
act by snaring a batted pass at 
the line of scrimmage and raced 
22 yards for a score.

Six plays later Navarro's top 


rusher, Kelvin Russell, put it in 
the end zone on a blast off left 
tackle, with a hole provided by 
Drew Montgomery and Ronnie 
Turpin, from the six. Bryan 
Gathright booted the first of his 
five perfect extra point kicks 
and the Dog's were up, 7-0. 


NEO's 1,200 yard rusher, 


James Wilder, got a taste of the 
Bulldog defense when Figley 
popped the ball loose and Keys 
recovered on the enemy 23.

GARLAND — Former baseball great 


Satchel Paige was so correct when he 
said, "Don't look back. Someone might 
be gaining on you." 


Harold Hern's Navarro Bulldogs 


spent an afternoon learning that 
through experience Saturday as the 
nation's No. 5 ranked Northeastern 
Oklahoma A&M Norsemen scrambled 
and fought back from 14-0, 21-7, 28-14 
and 35-20 deficits. Nevertheless, the 
Texas Junior College Football Con- 
ference champions from Corsicana 
finally managed to put the pass-happy, 
comeback-minded Norsemen out of 
their misery to take a hard-earned 35-28 
win in the first Garland JUCO Bowl. 


The Bulldogs raised their record to 9- 


2 and upheld the dignity of the TJCFC 
with the victory. The triumph marked 
the third Bowl game win for a Navarro 
unit in this decade, the other two 
coming at the 1970 and 1973 Wool Bowls 
in Roswell, N.M., in shutouts over 
Grand Rapids, Mich., and Ft. Scott, 
Kan. 


The Bulldogs were hard-pressed to 


take the win and a lot of the credit must 
go to the vaunted defensive squad 
which vanquished NEO by capitalizing 
on six turnovers. Pass interceptions by 
Don Jessie and Joe Keys went for 
touchdowns and two other NEO tur- 
novers helped to set up two other 
tallies. 


It was safety Ken Sitton from Mar- 


shall who upset the Norsemen's boat 
with a touchdown-saving pass in- 
terception with less than a minute to go 
to preserve the win. 


"I blocked off and did what I was 


supposed to do," Sitton said. "They 
were running a deep outside zone and I 
saw 20 (flanker Len Oliver) and I just 
cut across the middle in front of him for 
the interception." 


Despite yielding an untraditional 370 


yards total offense to the Norsemen and 
yet 
withstanding a 
bombs-away 


passing attack from quarterbacks Bill 
Vining and Matt Harris (both com- 
pleted 13 of 30 for 220 yards), the 
Bulldogs graciously accepted the JUCO 
Bowl trophy. 


"They were what we expected and 


then some," Coach Harold Hern said. 
"They threw better than what we 
thought. We weren't having any 
breakdowns in our coverage, they were 
just hitting the spots." 


NEO threw two touchdown passes. 


Starting signal-caller Vining hit stud 
fullback James Wilder on an eight-yard 
swing pass in the second period that cut 
a 14-0 Navarro lead in half. Vining 
courageously led the NEO squad back 
down the field in the third period and nit 
Spud Kendrick on a 21-yard swing pass 
for another tally that sliced a 28-7 
Bulldog advantage to 28-14 at the half. 


Kendrick scored his TD on sheer 


determination and tremendous broken 
field running that culminated a 35-yard 
march in eight plays at the 10:28 mark 
of the third period. 


"We went through a bad slump 


midway through the second and third 
periods," 
League City 
freshman 


quarterback Paul Roddy said of 
Navarro's inability to apply the knock- 
out punch to NEO. "We thought we had 
them when we got that quick lead early, 
but we soon found out we couldn't do 
that against a team like this. They are a 
good hitting team." 


Roddy also praised the work of the 


defense and he certainly had no qualms 
with the two touchdowns that unit 
contributed. "It didn't matter to me. 
Points are points and I know I'm just 
glad to have gotten their help." 


Without the defense doing a part of 


the offense's job, Navarro would have 
been in serious trouble. 


"The defense played the game today 


in the first half. They really saved us," 
Pasadena sophomore center Dwayne 
Overstreetsaid. 


On the opening three series of the 


contest, it appeared the blood-thirsty 
Bulldog defense was going to literally 
run NEO back to Miami. NEO, on its 
first three offensive thrusts, took 
control on its 13 once and on its 20 twice 
heading into a stiff southerly breeze. 
Two times in six plays, the NEO Of- 
fense coughed up the ball — once to 
Clarence Bennett on the 19 and once to 
Joe Keys on the 23 — and little dynamo 


back Kelvin Russell cashed one of those 
turnovers into a 'Dog touchdown. 


Russell, a Quitman sophomore who 


rushed over 1000 yards, scored NC's 
first TD on its firstpossession from five 
yards out to cap a six-play drive with 
11:41 left in the opening period. 


After NEO was pushed back from its 


20 and forced to punt from its 16 on its 
third possession of the game, Russell 
did the honors again capping a 30-yard 
march in five plays when he bolted over 
from 14 yards out. 


As the band chanted, "Here Okie, 


Okie, Okie, smash," 
the jubilant 


Bulldogs began celebrating — but it 
was a little too soon. 


Wilder did his number on the 'Dog 


defense to bring Navarro back to 
reality after Vining burned the Dogs 
with a pressure third-and-five pass over 
the middle to tight end Santhony Gray 
that carried from the Norseman 35 to 
the Bulldog eight. 


When Wilder punched it over, it 


marked the first score made against a 
Navarro defense in nine quarters of 
bowl action. 


Linebacker Joe Keys cancelled out 


that NEO tally when he intercepted a 
Vining pass intended for Charles 
Garnham and raced 48 yards for the 
score. 


Three plays later after the following 


kickoff, it was Corsicana's Don Jessie 
who plucked off a Vining pass after the 
quarterback was being submerged by 
three hard,-charging Bulldog defen- 
ders. Jessie rumbled 22 yards into the 
end zone for the score and Navarro 
amassed a 28-7 margin. 


Runningback Kelvin Russell, Jessie's 


roommate, 
strutted the sidelines, 


proclaiming, "Don't tell me that I don't 
have a heckuva runner for a roommate. 
Boy, my roomie can run!" 


Jessie was thrilled by pulling off the 


lineman's dream, saying "It's just a 
trip." 


And 
with that, 
the 
premature 


celebrating started again. 


Lee Snider's Norsemen, who played 


to the hilt and used every conceivable 
play to try to catch the Bulldogs 
unaware, stammered back to cut the 
gap to 28-14 before half when Kendrick 


scored on his intense run after a pass. 


The Norsemen employed two on-side 


kick attempts, a flee-flicker pass, a 
halfback throw-back to the quarterback 
and an end-around on the afternoon — 
none of which mystified the 'Dogs. 


NEO's greatest profits came on 


swing passes to Wilder out of the 
backfield and sweeps right featuring 
the running of Spud Hendrick. Kendrick 
finished the game as NEO's top rusher 
while Wilder was held to his lowest 
output of the season, 43 yards. 


Things got jittery on the Bulldog side 


of the field when Vining inched over 
from the one with 10:28 remaining in 
the third period to slice the lead to 28- 
20. Navarro, facing the brunt of an all- 
heart comeback and fighting the stiff 
wind as well, punted the ball to its 34 
after being clogged up back on its six 
for four downs. 


Taking the ball into the end zone took 


Vining and the Norsemen eight plays 
but the kick failed. 


Bryan Gathright later came on to try 


and ice the game with an apparent field 
goal, but officials ruled it wide right. 


"I thought it went through the 


uprights," the Teague product said. "I 
thought it did, but I don't know. It 
doesn't matter now." 


'Now', of course, meaning after the 
game. 


Turner finally generated the Dogs to 


their final TD to raise the count to 35-20 
It took six plays, covered 38 yards and 
occurred with 6:04 to go, 


Harris bolted tht NfcMmen to their 


final tally and scored en a five-yard run 
with 3:37 left In the game. An on-side 
kick failed and one final NEO drive was 
halted by Sitton. 


Coach Harold Hem was presented the 


first JUCO Bowl trophy in the middle of 
a crowd-rushed field.

Hospital plan 
hearings slated 
by state agency

A series of public hearings begin tonight on a proposed 


medical facilities plan for Texas which has received little public 
notice because of publicity regarding similar federal guidelines, 
state health officials say. 


Both plans use mathematical formulas to project long-term 


need for hospital beds by area. And both plans would cut the 
number of beds at Navarro County's Memorial Hospital. 


But the proposal for a Texas Medical Facilities Plan calls for 


a smaller reduction in hospital beds here and addresses itself to 
fewer areas than does the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare proposal. 


The full Texas plan has not yet been drafted, according to 


Area 5 Health Service Agency spokesman John Daley, but the 
results of applying the first proposed formula have been 
released and HSA officials hope to gain public imput on these 
figures. 


ACCORDING TO that formula, which has been applied 


uniformly across the state to determine the need for hospital 
beds, Memorial Hospital "needs" 20 fewer beds than it 
currently has. 


"There is apparently a disagreement between planners and 


local residents about the future growth in given communities," 
Daley said, "and it might be that the planners haven't taken into 
consideration all the factors that are obvious to the local 
citizens." 


There is, as of yet, no apparatus to force local hospitals into 


compliance with the state plan when it is adopted, Daley said. 


"All these efforts are aimed at reducing the cost of medical 


care delivery," Daley said. "But the plan depends, at this point, 
on voluntary cooperation. Later on down the line, it may be that 
certificates of need for expansion of a facility would depend on 
conforming to the plan." 


Daley emphasized that the topic of the four hearings will be 


public imput to a preliminary medical facilities plan. The fin- 
dings of the hearings, he said, will be forwarded to state plan- 
ners for evaluation before a final proposal is submitted for 
approval. 


Any state health facilities plan would have to be approved by 


both state and federal agencies. 


"PART OF THE law which created our current health 


planning agencies mandated that the states develop both a 
medical facilities plan and a state health plan," Daley said. 
"Texas was in the middle of its efforts to develop a preliminary 
plan when HEW released its proposals, and the state plan was 
just overshadowed by the publicity of the federal plan." 


Not addressed in the state proposal are specific care facilities 


such as cardiac units, radiation therapy units, and similar areas 
restricted by the federal plan. But the state formula projects the 
need for decreases in hospital bed space (both acute and long- 
term care beds) in 12 of the 19 counties within the Area 5 HSA. 


"The efforts of the local health officials have been severely 


complicated by the HEW publication of proposed national 
planning guidelines," noted David Hitt, who heads the special 
task force appointed to seek public imput about the state plan. 
"These local hearings are too important to the future of health 
care in North Central Texas to get sidetracked by any debates 
over federal guidelines at this time."
